“Milk from four to five days 
old when it i8 delivered to St. Louis 
homes,” she said. -— being 
shipped great distances, and its 
quality suffers in consequence. We 
have investigated sufficiently to lead 
wus to believe that when the supply 
that is obtainable in Ohio, Indiana 
and Michigan is insufficient, distrib- 
utors are using powdered milk to ffil 
out the required number of gallons. 

“St. Louis has no knowledge of 
the conditions under which milk 
now being consumed here is pro- 
duced. Housewives commonly are 
of the opinion that it is inferior to 
milk formerly feceived from South- 
ern Tilinois. We know also that 
Southern Illinois did not always send 
us pure milk. We.have been told 
by a member of the Health Depart- 
ment that quantities of the milk 
sent here from Illinois were not de 


cent.’ 
Purpose of Mecting. 

“Our purpose at this time 
demonstrate to authorities that 
Lovis women demand fu!l enforce- 
ment of present protective legisiation 
and that legislation be amended 
where it does not fully protect. The 
Health Department has insufficient 
funds to properly inspect the milk. 
We are told that much of the pas- 
teurtzation in St. Louis is imperfect, 
even in some of the larger dairies 
and that in many dairies there is no 
pasteurization. We also are told that 
many dairies do not serve whole 
milk, but skim or water it down to 
the 3 per cent butter fat require- 
ment of the city ordinance. The con- 
summers of St. Louis are entitled to 
milk as itt comes from the cow. 

“We propose to seek co-operation 
of Federal. State and agen 
having jurisdiction over milk and 
demand of them that our milk 
kept pure.”

50 cents) per shift, and a reduction 
of the price of coal to the public 
amounting to about $3.50 per ton. 

Ban on Export of Coal. 

Cojlncident with the strike decisi 9 
came the announcement’ that the 
Government had placed a ban upon 
the export of coal, which move will 
have far-reaching effects upon 
neighboring countries more or lems 
upon Great Britain fer 
supplies. 

Many of the British industries, 
notably in the fron and steel branch- 
es, and some of the shipbuilding and 
engineering works, already are af- 
ranging’ to close down. 

The question whether the rallway 
men would unite with the miners 
was the subject of deep concern #- 
day, but no indication as to ite course 
was forthcoming from the ratiway 
union. 

The Government has made every 
preparation to cope with the situ- 
ation, to maintain food supplies and 
to provide for other necessaries. No 
fear is expressed of a food shortage 
in the tmmediate future. 

Trains Would Be Taken Off. 

The Ministry of Transport today 
issued a statement regarding the 
railway service in the event of & 
etrike. It gsayes.the passenger 
services would not be curtalied the 
first two or three dave of the strike.

The car shortage 
was increased by the long hauls and 
by the practice which Federal in-| 
vestigators found to exist of whole-| 
salers and jobbers holding the coal! 
in the cars while trading back and, 
forth among themselves, increasing’ 
the price at each trade, and finally| 
away into the Northwest 
or to the seaboard for export. 

“Open Market” Prices Here. 

The high prices obtainable on out- 
side shipments have been the “open 
market’ prices in St. Louis. That is, | 
retailers who did not have mine! 
connections or contracts, who went 
to the operators in the open mar- 
coal, were met with a de- 
mand for the high prices that they 
could obtain on outside shipments, 
Retailers could not pay these prices 
and compete with the large distrib- 
utors, whose retail prices were 
based on lower wholesale prices. The | 
effect on St. Louis, therefore, has 
been to create a scarcity by depriv- 
ing the smaller retailers of supplies. 

The prices at the mines on outside} 
shipments have latterly been from | 
to $8 a ton on all grades.
